The homemakers’ annual strug­ 
gle to keep their houses comfort­ 
able through the sum m er is ap­ 
proaching rapidly. Within another 
month, most, American families will 
begift to spend sleepless nights and 
stifling daytime hours as summer 
reaches Its full status. 
But there is still time to do some­ 
thing about it and there are many 
steps which can be taken to provide 
summer comfort without a groat 
deal of expose. 
Stop Heat Penetration 
The first move Is to apply a four- 
inch layer ot insulation above the 
top floor celling and to fill the walls 
with Insulating material. This will 
make the house as much as 15 de­ 
grees cooler on hottest clays because 
it retards heat penetration through 
walls and roof 
The average house can be com­ 
pletely insulated in less than two 
days by blowing fireproof mineral 
wool into the walls and other in­ 
accessible space and applying batts 
of the material in 
areas 
where 
space will accommodate a workman 
Cost of this material is no greater 
than before the war and usually 
pays* for Itself in fuel savings within 
three heating .seasons according to 
the Construction Research Bureau 
of New York, clearing house for 
building information. 
Other Measures 
If windows are opened during the 
night so cool air can fill the house 
and then kept closed throughout 
the day, the insulation will help re­ 
tain much of the coolness so adm it­ 
ted. Shades should be kept drawn 
and attics cross-ventilated. 
On hottest days, additional cool­ 
ness can be provided by an electric 
fan circulating air across a large 
bowl of ice. Dampened sheets hung

A vacant plot is not always a bar­ 
win, particularly lf located in an 
arca that is fairly well built up.

such cases there is usually a reason 
it is vacant 
Hence the prospective 
buyer should examine the land tim e­ 
ly because a high growth of weeds 
may hide a lot of faults 
It Is wise to walk across it in 
several directions and note whether 
it Will need an undue amount of fill­ 
ing. Residents of the neighborhood 
should be queried as to whether wa­ 
ter stands on the plot and whether

excavation 
difficulties 
Solid rock often underlies an area, 
making excavation extremely costly 
A few holes made with a pest 
hole digger at various points in the 
plot will reveal whether It has been 
filled with garbage or rubbish

Harrisburg, June 25 <#>—iMember­ 
ship in Pennsylvania’s 52-20 Club, 
so popular among World War II 
veterans a year ago, is now in the 
process of rapid depletion. 
Tile state reported only 86,000 vet­ 
erans are today receiving unem ­ 
ployment compensation payments of 
$20 a week for 52 weeks, compared 
to 700,000 who have filed for bene­ 
fits since the OI Bill of Rights be­ 
came law September 4, 1044 
Benefits have dropped sharply In 
the past few months due to veterans 
finding Jobs or exhausting the 52 
weeks of payments, said a spokes­ 
man for the state Bureau of Em­ 
ployment and Unemployment Com­ 
pensation. 
The highwater mark was reached 
in June, 1946, when $18,954,000 was 
paid to 247,000 ex-GIS, compared to 
the present $7,270,000 for 86,000 vet­ 
erans—a 60 per cent drop in a year. 
Millions Paid Out 
More than $245,000,000 has been 
paid out under the 52-20 program 
since it started nearly three years 
ago. the entire sum subsidized from 
the U, S. Veterans Administration. 
The full 52 weeks of allowances 
have been drawn by 50,000 ex-ser- 
vicemen, but the remainder of Penn­ 
sylvania’s 1,314,000 World War II 
veterans have until January I, 1952 
—five years after President Truman 
announced the official termination 
of hostllities-t-to claim benefits. 
New claims also have fallen off 
considerably, the bureau reported, 
with only 7,000 kist month in com­ 
parison to the peak of 33,000 for 
June last year.

LAWN REQUIRES 
SPECIAL CARE 


That lawn which looks so bright 
and green today is likely to develop 
a bad case of anem ia unless it is 
cared for constantly during the hot 
months to come. 
Perhaps more lawns are damaged 
by mowing too closely than by any 
other item of treatment. All Hie 
benefits of spring seeding and fer­ 
tilising can be easily nullified if the 
grass is clipped too short. Tile aver­ 
age lawn should never be cut shorter 
than one and one half inches—two 
inches is better—because extremely 
chort grass has a tendency to die 
out. 
Water and lots of it is another 
treatm ent which lawns require con­ 
stantly. An ordinary sprinkling is 
not enough The turf must be sat­ 
urated so the moisture soaks well 
down to the root structure at least 
every other day during the hottest, 
driest months. 
As a result of chemical discoveries 
made during the war, there is no 
longer any excuse to have a lawn 
full of weeds. There are any number 
of preparations on the market that 
will kill weeds without damage to 
grass.
